victory for the Axis. 
Unquestionably the battle of 
Crete drew so heavily upon German 
air power resources that no more 
than a mere trickle of Nazi planes 
has yet been available against the 
Royal Air Force in Iraq. Thus the 
R.A.F. holds the upper hand there 

After the Nazis have mopped 
Crete, substantial elements of their 
eastern air strength can be thrown 
into the conflict in Irag, but they 
must reckon with the battered but 
effective British fleet based at Al- 
exafdria; with British air fighter 
forces, and with the possibility of 
complete disintegration of the anti- 
British faction in Iraq 

There has been wide speculation 
as to the real Nazi purpose in risk- 
ing an all-out invasion of Crete. It 
now is clear that the battle serv- 
ed in part to screen Italian ef- 
forte to reinforce Axis armies in 
north Africa while British surface 
patrols in the Sicilian straits were 
reduced.

On Monday the electors of East Edmonton 
will be called upon to elect a repre- 
sentative of that constituency to the House 
of Commons.

An article of extraordinary inter- 
est, especially to British peoples, is 
“The Twilight of Sea Power,” by 
Alexander P. de Seversky, which 
appears in the June issue of The 
American Mercury. The burden of 
Major de Seversky’s thesis is that | 
the day of the navy as an offensive | 
force has passed forever; that nav- | 
ies ¢an now operate efficiently only | 
under a canopy of superior air pow- | 
er; and that within five years at the | 
most, when airplanes will have @) 
round-the-world range of 25,000) 
miles, all the functions of battle- | 
ships will have been usurped by the | 
plane. 

Major de Seversky’s pronounce- 
ments and predictions must be at- 
tended to with respect, for not only 
is he one of the world’s leading air- 
plane designers, builders and fliers, 
but he has also proved himself to 
be prophet of extraordinary accur- 
acy. He doesn’t, however, ask us to} 
accept his theories on the strength | 
of a great reputation, won as com-| 
mander of the Imperial Russian | 
pursuit planes on the Baltic in the 
First Great War, and later as a de- 
signer and flier in America; his ar- 
guments are supported by solid 
facts. For example, in comparing 
the value of planes and ships as the | 
means of carrying the 25,000 tons of 
supplies needed each day in the 
British Isles, he points out that 500 
planes like the Douglas b-19, de- 
signed to carry 50 tons each, “could 
keep the islands supplied more ex-| 
peditiously than any surface ships | 
and would, moreover, be accompan- | 
ied by their own defences against 
raiders.” 

Elsewhere he remarks that 
sum of $100,000,000 which it costs! 
to build a modern capital ship 
|would pay for the construction of 
250 bombers capable of flying (from | 
America) to a European target, | 
dropping their explosive loads, and | 
returning. Pressing the argument | 
further, he adds: 

“Since each of the 250 could car-! 
ry at least 20 tons of explosives—as 
much as 40 Stuka dive-bombers now 
deliver—their striking power would! 
be equal to 10,000 Stukas. Since the 
raid on Coventry or the worst single 
raid on London involved only some 
| 500 bombers, this is turn is roughly 
equivalent to nearly a month of 
such raids!
